Largely through Judge Hill's own 


personal effort;;, the state recently ob- 
tained a loan and grant of $1,469,000 
from the Public Works Administra-

made repeated trips to Washington, 
spending much of his lime to aid in

United States Supreme Court decision 
on the 1933 act of Arkansas' legisla- 
ture exempting from lability or seiz- 
ure all money received from insur- 
ance policies.

pay rolls. 


A rise in the cost of living has off-

However, stndnts of mass pur- 
chasing power say that there has been 
marked improvement in purchasing 
power of workers in the aggregate. 


Average hours of work as well as 


the number of persons employed and 
average earnings show a gradual up- 
treml through the first throe months 
of the year.

The author is the wife of a Russian 


intellectual. At. the outbreak of the 
revolution, her husband was a pro- 
fessor in the city that was then callec 
Petrograd. She- bore him a son less 
than a year after the Bolsheviks seiz- 
ed power. 


Tt was a bad time to bring a child 


into the world. The famine had be- 
gun. She could barely get enough 
food to keep herself a live; nursing the 


was 
impossible. By a great 


stroke of luck, (hey managed to get n 
supply of cow's milk and kept the 
youngster from starving. 


Then the husband was arrested as 


a counter-revolutionary, and impris- 
oned up near Murmansk, under the 
Arctic circle. And cventualy, when 
the child was 12. the three of them 
contrived to escape. 


On foot, unarmed, without map or 


compass, they set out to walk upwards 
of 100 miles through swamps and over 
mountains to the Finnish border. 


They got away with it; and this 


record of their flight is a remarkable 
record of hardship and endurance. As 
a document on Russia, the book may 
be biased; as a human story it is ab- 
sorbingly interesting.
